East Jefferson Cheese Factory. 


Our factory commenced operations the lst 
of June and closed the 11th of Sept. During 
that time there was sent in 157,619 lbs. of 
milk trom which was manufactured 15,761 lbs. 
of cured cheese. Largest deily amount of 
milk sent 2278 lbs. smallest, 374 lbs. There 
were over 400 cheeses made. The cost of man- 
ufacture, including a dividend of 7 per cent. 
on the stock, amounts to about $350,00. 
Sales have been made by the agent to the 
amount of $264.55. The patrons have in ad- 
dition sold a considerable quantity of cheese. 
We have on hand, at present, 183 cheeses. 
Our cheese this year are of excellent quality, 
are slow in curing and consequently will keep 
well. Where once introduced the demand for 
them is brisk. Every cheese is tested before 
leaving the factory, and if there is the slight- 
est hesitancy on the part of those trying to 
give a decision in favor of superior quality, 
the cheese is put one side not to be sold. As 
a result our cheese is spoken well of wherever

For the Woman’s Department, 
Some Useful Suggestions. 


Getting Meady for Spring. 

I suppose you are all busy preparing for winter, 
as well as myself, and I am also making a little 
preparation for spring. Every fall I lay in a store 
of light rich earth. This I put into the cellar in 
large box, and cover it tight so nothing will dis- 
turb it. Then early in March I am ready to start 
a few tomatoes, peppers, sage and cabbage plants. 


‘For a commen salt box do not putin more than 


eight seeds of tomato. I notice some people crowd 
their boxes full of plants. It is a good plan to bake 
the earth, plant the seeds when the soil is cool to 
the hand, scatter scouring sand lightly over the 
seeds and shade from the sun three or four days. 
Keep the plants in the direct rays of the sun the 
greater part of the day, but in a moderately warm 
room, as the plants will grow weak and puny. 
Take them out doors as soon as possible, and cover 
over at night as long as it seems vold. By thus 


In a word—no bees, no seed, no increase of 
the flower. The more visits from bees, the 
more seeds from the flower; the more seeds 
from the flower, the more flowers from the 
seeds. 

Nearly all our orchidaceous plants absolute- 
ly require the visits of insects to remove their 
pollen masses and thus to fertilize them. 

Twenty heads of unprotected Dutch clover 
yields 2,990 seeds. The same number protect- 
ed from bees produced not one seed; 100 heads 
of unprotected red clover yielded 2,700, and 
the same number protected from bees nota 
seed.

The Wheat Crop of 1874. 


Advance sheets of the Report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for October, gives the 
returns and estimates of the wheat erop of the 
present year, from which it appears that the 
yield of wheat is both larger in quantity and 


not quite equaling the splendid crop of the 
year 1869, which aggregated 287,745,626 
bushels. The New England Siates have raised 
nearly a million bushels, Maine increasing her 
product 33 per cent. over last year. While in 
some sections of country there isa slight fall- 
ing off, the increased yield in others, as on the 
Pacific coast, is sufficient to bring up the ag- 
gregate to the large increase reported. Oali- 


fornia increases her yield 10 per cent. from last

The exercises were held in the complet- 
ed pavilion of the Hospital, which was densely 
packed. A few opening remarks were made 
by Hon. John B. Brown of Portland, President 
of the Board of Directors, and an appropriate 
prayer offered by Rev. Dr. Hill. Gov. Ding- 
ley was then introduced and delivered the dedi- 
catory address, which was one of his best ef- 
forts. The address occupied half an hour in 
its delivery, and we heartily concur in the re- 
mark of one of the subsequent speakers, that 
the Governor “struck the right chord and 
played it through without a break.”’ The 
formal address was followed by brief and ap- 

iate hes by ex-Governor Chamber- 
nine Rev. Dr. Sbailer, Rev. Mr. Gibbs, Rev. 
Mr. Jones and Hon. Israel Washburne, Jr. A 
beautiful hymn composed for the occasion by 
Rev. Samuel Longfellow was finely rendered by 
a quartette of singers who were in attendance. 
At the close of the formal services the invited 
guests were shown through the building. The 
work appears to have been thoroughly done and 
the accommodations for a limited number of 
patients are not inferior to those of any simi- 
lar institution we haveeverseen. The heating, 
lighting, cooking and ventilating arrangements 
are all in accordance with ths most approved 
methods, and the different departments are so 
arranged with reference to each other as to 
make it easy of management. 

The Hospital buildings occupy the highest 
land within the limits of Portland and will 
ever be conspicuous objects from the surround- 
ing country, while from the buildings them- 
selves, the view in every direction is diversified 
and beautiful. From the windows of the 
rooms designed for patients, Casco Bay with 
its numerous islands and a broad expanse of 
ocean can be seen, and toward the north the 
view is limited only by the high mountains 
which are seen far inland. The north wind 
will furnish the health-giving air from the 
country, and the pure breath of ocean will be 
borne up on the southerly breezes. 

The State and the city of Portland may well 
be congratulated on the completion of this no- 
ble charity, more especially the latter, for 
though itis not a local institution, yet the 
burden and a large share of the responsibility 
of inaugurating the movement and carrying 
forward the work, has devolved upon the busi- 
ness men of that city. They have given liber- 
ally of their means, and seyeral of them have 
devoted a large share of their time to the work. 
Dr. John T. Gilman may properly be called 
the pioneer in the movement, and to his un- 
tiring efforts is largely due the early success of 
the undertaking, which at its inception, to 
many seemed very doubtful. Mr. Charles E. 
Jose and Mr. Clapp also deserve special notice 
for their valuable services, and they and sever- 
al others for their liberal contributions. 

The Hospital has now been formally dedica- 
ted to its charitable work and the stigma no 
longer rests upon our State of having no pub- 
lic place where the unfortunate sick and 
maimed, who are without home and triends, 
can find an asylum and receive proper care and 
skillful medical and surgical treatment. The 
Hospital is to be under the immediate charge 
of Dr. Charles O. Hunt, a young physicician 
of great promise, while the medical steff com- 
prises the leading physicians of Portland with 
consulting physicians from other portions of 
the State. With such names as Green, Dana, 
Tewksbury and Gilman of Portland, Hill of 
Augusta, Fuller of Bath, and others equally 
well known to the public, the Maine General 
Hospital must soon take high rank among sim- 
ilar institutions of the country.

Aw Aczp Verran. We had a pleasant call 
on Monday from Deacon Gideon Barton of 

Windsor, who is one of the patriarchs of that 
worthy town. He was born in Vassalboro, 
June 18th, 1785, and is consequently in his 
nineteeth year. He is the son of Dr. Stephen 
Barton who came from Oxford, Mass., and set- 
tled in Vassalboro’ a hundred years ago the 
present summer. After a residence there of 
thirteen years, during which time his son Gid- 
eon and others of his ehildren were born, he 
moved back to Oxford. Three of his daugh- 
ters remained here and were married and after 
an absence of thirteen years, that is, in the 
year 1800, the doctor moved back to the Ken- 
nebec and remained in Augusta two years. He 
then went to Vassalboro’ and remained one 
year, and then moved to Windsor and died 
there two years after. Deucon Gideon Barton 
has therefore been a resident of Windsor sixty- 
nine years. 

In 1807, he with six other young men of 
Windsor, formed themselves into a temperance 
organization, pledging themselves forever to 
abstain from the use of intoxicating drinks as 
a beverage, and all of them remained true to 
their compact. The names of the seven be- 
sides Mr. Barton, were Nathan Newell, An- 
thony Coombs, Jonathan Lawton, Charles 
Courier, John Halloway and another named 
Peavy, whose christian name Mr. Barton had 
forgotten. He has never used tobacco, and 
his teeth are as white and sound as they ever 
were. 

Deacon Barton was married in 1808, and 
reared up @ family of thirteen children, nine 
of whom, six sons and three daughters, are still 
living. Two other sons who died first grew up 
to manhood. His wife died in 1834, and for 
forty years he has been faithful to her memo- 
ry. He is the last of a family of thirteen 
children, and says he is ready and waiting for 
his own departure though willing to wait the 
Lord’s appointed time. His sense of hearing 
and seeing is but little impaired, and his hale 
and hearty appearance indicates a pretty strong 
hold on life, notwithstanding his four-score 
yearsand ten. He is just what we ought to 
expect of a man of his age who possesses nat- 
urally a good constitution which he has not 
impaired by indulgence and excess, and who 
has kept a conscience void of offence. 

It is pleasant to meet with such specimens 
of well-developed and well-preserved manhood, 
for it shows the capabilities of our race and is 
a living, breathing and unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of simple and industrious habits, 
and against excesses of every kind. We hope 
to meet the good old Deacon again.

ey It is officially promulgated that Gov- 
ernor Dingley, on the 2d of October, issued 
his warrant for the execution of Wagner on 
the 29th of January next. Asa new Sheriff 
will enter upon his duties in Knox county, the 
lst of January, the warrant has been placed 
in the hands of the Secretary of State, to be 
forwarded to the incoming sheriff of Knox 
cowaty after he shall have been qualified. We 
hope this announcement may quiet the appre- 
hensions of those who have feared that after 
all, there might be no sacrifice to satisfy the 
demands of divine justice and pacify the 
manes of the departed. Itis quite evident 
that unless the Legislature interposes the great 
moral exhibition will come off in due time. 
Meantime we advise the anxious ones to be pa- 
tient. 

There may be those who do not fully under- 
stand the law which governs murder cases af- 
ter conviction. It provides that the sentence 
shall not be commuted without the consent of 
the Council. It farther directs that the Coun- 
cil shall review the case in order to determine 
whether they will commute or not. If they 
vote to commute, the Governor has a negative 
on their action, but if they decline to so vote, 
then the Governor has no discretion but is per- 
emptorily required by law to issue his war- 
rant for execution. 

In the Wagner case the Governor informed 
the Council that if they voted to commute he 
should commute, plainly indicating, according 
to our view, what his preferences were. They 
declined to so vote and there was nothing left 
for the Governor but to issue his warrant as 
he has done. The sole responsibility in this 
case, therefore, is with the Executive Council.

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For the Maine Farmer, 
Letter from Eastport. 
Eastport, Oct. 17th, 1874. 

Kind reader, did you ever attend and witness 
& boat race? Many have not and I presume 
this is the case with a great many of the read- 
ers of the good old Manz Faruzr. Now if you 
who have not seen one, will you please step 
down (in your mind’s eye) to one of our 
wharves, we will step on board of one of our 
first class sailing boats, and cress ever one of 
the pleasantest sheets of water, and witness 
the greatest variety of pleasant surroundings 
that can be produced on the Atlantic coast and 
in twenty or thirty minutes we will land on 
the Queen’s dominion, in the midst of a group 
of as happy looking ladies and gentlemen (if 
some of them do look a little rough and sun 
barnt, all the better for them are we indebted 
for the good time coming) as you will ever 
meet on a gala day, that is got up expressly 
for the enjoyment of a hardy, honest laboring 
class of islanders, which is in my mind, much 
more commendable than some of the horse 
trots and races that are getting to be so firmly 
established in the programmes of our agricul- 
taral fairs, that without them the fairs would 
be put down as total failures. 

After a two mile sail, we land upon Oampo- 
bello, at what is familiarly known as Welch 
Pool, one of the snugest little harbors that 
you can imagine, and about the first one that 
I have the privilege of taking by the hand, is 
the old veteran Judge Fiagg, who has held the 
first position in these fairs for over twenty-one 
years in succession—to him all questions in 
dispute must be referred and from his decision 
there is no appeal only when his pistol misses 
fire. 

We missed the familiar countenance of our 
old friend, Hon. Robinson Owen, principal 
owner of the island.

You are invited to attend a boat race, but as 
there is a Fish Fair connected with the race, 
we will stop and look at that. The show of 
fish was small, owing to the scarcity of fish 
caught the past season, but the samples on ex- 
hibition were of a superior quality, and it was 
enough to make the mouth of a lover of good fish 
water for a bite at them. The Ist prises were 
awarded as follows: On smoked herring, Frank 
Valder; Magdeline herring, Calder Flagg; Fin- 
nien haddock, James Simpson; Bloaters, J.

A new industry 
in Maine is that of collecting and drying sea 
moss, which is followed in the town of Kit- 
tery. The moss is collected in dories in the 
neighborhood of White Island and Whale’s

They are also buildinga large wood 
shed at Norridgewock, and supplying tho road 
with the necessary rolling stock, &c., which 
the fast increasing business of the road. de- 
mands. 
T. A. Lane of Bethel, has his clothes-pin fac- 
tory in successful opération. He turns out 
ninety a minute. He exhibited a fine speci- 
men at the town fair. He has machinery 
capable of manufacturing six hundred boxes a 
day. 
The Sunrise reports that the cheese factory 
at Bridgewater, though in operation but a 
short time this season, made four tons of ex- 
cellent cheese. Farmers in all the vicinity are 
purchasing cows and getting ready for next 
year’s operation, and a very large amount of 
cheese is expected to be made next season. 
The candy manufactory of Wm. Allen, dJr., 
in Portland, has just started up and the firm 
are anticipating large orders for the coming 
season. This branch of business has grown 
from a very small beginning to one ot the most 
important of our industries. 
There are upwards of twenty thousand hogs- 
heads of salt in bond at Portland, more than 
double the stock a year ago. 
Work on the Bucksport & Bangor Railroad 
is progressing rapidly. The bridge will be 
ready for the train in less than six weeks. 
Four spans are already in place, and the fram- 
ing of the draw is nearly finished. 
A starch factory is to be erected next season 
at Harwood Creek, in Lyndon—the full num- 
ber of acres of potatoes having been guaran- 
teed 


The Lockwood Cotton Mill in Waterville, is 
progressing 1apidly. The subscriptions for 
the stock have reached $450,000, $25,000 of 
which have been subscribed in Boston and vi- 
cinity by cotton men and capitalists—$50,000 
more are required. 

The shovel-handle factory at Freedom, ceas- 
ed work recently. They finished about 16,000 
dozen handles. From there they go to Farm- 
ington, where they have 25,000 blocks ready 
for manufacturing. 

A new branch of industry has sprang up in 
Farmington village. John Colton secured a 
patent last spring for folding lap-board, and as 
a result he now has all the work he can do 
filling orders, employing several hands. 

The Camden Grist Mill Co., dispose annual- 
ly of 40,000 bushels of corn. Another mill 
on the Meganticook, owned by Rudolphus 
Barnes, grinds about 20,000 bushels of corn. 
Mr. James E. Trask has purchased the shin- 
gle mill at Vienna vi'lage, and is patting it in 
good running order to do custom sawing and 
manufacture spade hand'es. The old saw-mill 
dam at the same place is being fitted up by 
Mr. G. W. Willis, who intends to put ina 
circular saw-mill. 

Mr. G. P. Whitney, at Norway, uses about 
55,000 bushels of corn in his corn and flour 
mill, and sells 6,000 barrels of flour annually. 
There are four runs of stone in the mill, and 
the business amounts to about $9,000 per 
year. 

The Tremont shirt manufactory was estab- 
lished in Garland a year ago, and since its 
commencement the factory has been run to its 
full capacity in producing goods for the Bos- 
ton market. 

Norway is the centre of a large business in 
the manufacture of clothing for the Boston 
market. I. A. Dennison is one of the leading 
manufacturers, and employs about thirty hands 
in his factory, besides some 200 hands outside. 
He receives the’clothing cut and trimmed, and 
only sews and presses it. Messrs. Whitcomb 
& Oxnard do a large business in the manufac- 
ture of coats, pants and vests for the Boston 
market. They employ about 200 hands, and 
their business is steadily improving. Lewis 
O'Brien also employs a large force of workmen 
in the manufacture of pants. The clothing 
business there is in @ very prosperous condi- 
tion and the different manufactories are well 
employed. 

We are authorized to state that the Sprague 
Cotton Mills in this city, will continue to run 
on full time as heretofore. About five hundred 
persons are now employed at these mills and 
more work was done last month than for any 
previous month for some time.
